Please be advised that there is a city ordinance, which 
mandates that dwelling over a certain size with a certain number of tenants must have a security 
guard with his duties and responsibilities clearly stipulated. There also has been a problem with 
tenants’ rental accounts being properly credited. 


Mr. Harris we would greatly appreciate being able to meet with you to address these and 
other problems at this housing complex. Our previous correspondence has not been answered by 
you, nor anyone else from your office. We implore you to address these and any other problems 
at the housing complex. We thank you in advance Dr your anticipated cooperation.
